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- House Passes $47.7 Billion FY 2022 Budget 


Massachusetts 
asthe of Representatives 
has voted unanimously to 
pass a $47.7 billion budget 
for Fiscal Year 2022. 

The vote came after three 
days of debate and delib- 
eration on more than 1,100 
amendments that had been 
filed to the original budget 
recommendation made by 
the House Ways and Means 
Committee. Lawmakers 
said the budget responsi- 
bly responds to the needs 
of residents and makes in- 
vestments that set the state 
on a path toward economic 
recovery after the COV- 
ID-19 pandemic. In total, 
the FY22 budget sees a 4% 
increase over funding levels 


from the previous year, with 
MassHealth and local aid to 
cities and towns continuing 
to make up the two largest 
expenditures.:

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Councillor Mahoney: Best Course Of Action For 
Quincy College Is Seek Entry As Community College 


To the editor: 

This Thursday, the Quincy City Council Finance Com- 
mittee will meet and possibly vote on a $23 million acquisi- 
tion of the Munroe Building and a parking lot a block away. 
The administration plans to build a new 16 story — 200,000 
square foot building to house Quincy College and a new 
city hall that could open 2026-2027. I am opposed to this 
for many reasons, including but not limited to that the tax 
burden for this project falls on the City of Quincy taxpayers. 
I believe a better course of action is for Quincy College to 
petition the state to become part of the Massachusetts As- 
sociation of Community Colleges. 

Quincy College Enrollment and Finances 

Quincy College, like many other colleges, has struggled 
with enrollment and finances for several years. The pan- 
demic has only exacerbated these problems. Aware of these 
issues, the city plans to build a $123 million permanent 
home for the college. In this plan, the administration will 
increase Quincy College’s footprint by 30% without a real- 
istic chance of growing enrollment. Higher educational in- 
stitutions throughout New England are experiencing a deep 
decline in enrollment. This picture will only worsen during 
the next ten years and is compounded by a significant drop 
in the US birth rate due to the 2008 Economic Recession. 

At the first Finance meeting, I questioned the college 
president on the accuracy of the total number of students 
served. To properly determine the validity of the college, 
we must ensure that we are looking at accurate numbers. We 
should be looking at FTE (Full Time Enrolled) and retention 
of students, and volume of transfers. The college needs to 
be looking at this going back five years and forecasting five 
years to plan for how the college will remain solvent. To 
date, they have not provided any real numbers. 

Broken Promise of No Cost to Taxpayers of Quincy 

Back in 2013, the school made strides to separate from 
the city. This administration stated in the press that the 
school would be no cost to the taxpayers of Quincy. They 
also didn’t want to sever the cord using the excuse that it 
would be too difficult to figure out the pensions. 

Wrapping up last year’s budget, I unearthed that the col- 
lege couldn’t pay the $2.4 million needed for its employees’ 
health insurance, and the city picked up the tab. The admin- 
istration neglected to be transparent to the City Council and 
the taxpayers about the college’s financial situation. Histori- 
cally, the college financed (managed) its employee pension 
fund and health care. The administration will now have 
taxpayers permanently fund Quincy College’s employee 
health insurance costs and treat the college like any other 
city department. Quincy College is now a direct burden to 
the taxpayer. Looking through their financial information, 
things get messier for the taxpayers. 

In 2006 per Chap 332 of the Acts of 2006 pertaining to 
Saville Hall. The college is responsible for paying $100k 
per year, with an increase each year. The college stopped 
paying this in 2017. If they can’t now, what makes the ad- 
ministration think they will pay rent for 12 floors in a brand 
new building that will, in the end, approach $200 million in 
cost for the taxpayers. 

A New Arena for the current College President 

The current College President, Dr. Richard Dicristafaro 
was a great Quincy “Public Schools” Superintendent, but 
this is a new arena. For the public schools (K-12), he was 
given a fixed budget and tasked to mold that budget for an 
enrollment that was largely independent of market forces 
throughout his career. Now he must go out and market his 
college to bring in funds, manage a shrinking budget and 
attract prospective students in an increasingly competitive 
marketplace. These are tasks that a planned new building, 
six years down the road, will not solve. The revolving door 
of college presidents lacking higher education (college) ad- 
ministration experience has only worsened the reputation 


and viability of this college. The cost of this plan, if not suc- 
cessful, will lead to a significant burden for the taxpayers. 
More Borrowing. No Plan. ° 

I was encouraged by my fellow councillor’s questions in 
the last finance meeting. If théy listened to the answers, they 
should conclude the administration’s plan isn’t based on 
anything but wishful thinking, and a yes vote is genuinely 
counterintuitive. Over the past few years, Councillors have 
put forth a bill to seek a property tax break for residential 
homeowners and raised concerns in the press about the ad- 
ministration borrowing tens of millions of dollars without a 
plan. There is a widespread view in the public that this City 
Council is nothing more than a minor speed bump for this 
administration’s penchant for spending. Let’s stand up for 
the taxpayers and say “no,” and reestablish the council as an 
essential and independent body. 

Munroe Building 

Then there is the Munroe Building which is on the Na- 
tional. Register of Historic Places. I operated a studio out 
of the second floor for years, so I am pretty familiar with 
it. The mayor referred to it as “old and tired” in one of his 
podcasts. It is an elegant Colonial Revival building that has 
always been home to restaurants and shops on the ground 
floor and small businesses on the second floor. It continu- 
ously adds to the city’s tax base. The relatively new apart- 
ment building “Munroe Place” next door took its name 
from the Monroe Building. It borrowed its entrance style 
and was designed to work in harmony with it. Presidents 
Place across the street incorporates the gables and other 
architectural elements from it. The Munroe Building is a 
welcome contrast to some of the uninspired buildings built 
recently throughout our city that will not stand the test of 
time. It would be a shame to demolish this historic build- 
ing, lose businesses and replace it with what can only be 
described as a monstrosity. 

When it comes to purchasing property in the city, this 
administration has a pattern of buying high and selling low. 
The cost of the purchase of the Munroe Building will be 
twice the assessed value. The cost to purchase the parking 
lot will be five times the assessed value. Add to this the cost 
to relocate the businesses and develop plans, and we are at 
$23 million. The estimated cost to build is another $100 mil- 
lion. That number will undoubtedly grow in the time pre- 
ceding any opening. 

Those are just some of the reasons we should not sup- 
port this administration’s foolhardy, expensive, and disrup- 
tive plan. I want to be clear: a new building opening six 
years from now will not save a college that is struggling 
today. This plan has nothing to do with keeping a college. 
It’s about a mayor’s desire to build “his” city hall because 
he never liked the original annex building. 

Best Course of Action 

To save Quincy College, the best course of action is for 
the college’s Board of Governors to seek entry into the Mas- 
sachusetts Association of Community Colleges. Last week 
with a unanimous vote, the City Council voted to do just 
that. Quoting my fellow councillor Ward 5 Chuck Phelan, 
“We are about to look at committing a large sum of taxpay- 
ers’ money. It would behoove us all to look at everything 
first before we go out and spend a lot of taxpayers’ money.” 
Becoming part of the state system would also allow the col- 
lege to take advantage of increased federal stimulus money 
earmarked for two free years of a community college educa- 
tion. 

I will leave you with this. With over 80% of Quincy 
College’s enrollment coming from outside of Quincy, the 
increasing cost of educating them should be shared through- 
out the state and not borne solely by the Quincy taxpayers! 


Urges Council To Vote Against QC Proposed Building Bond 


I am writing to express 
my thoughts about the pro- 
posed building for Quincy 
College on the site of the 
Monroe Building in Quincy 
Square. 

As a former teacher, | 
am always in support of 
any improvements to edu- 
cation. Accessibility and 
quality matter a great deal. 
The case of the city taking 
an existing, rather attractive 


building off the tax rolls and 
replacing it with a sixteen 
story architectural, tax ex- 
empt building makes little 
sense. 

Quincy cannot afford 
to give up the income. No 
municipality can. Small 
colleges are struggling, 
closing, and sorting out the 
aftermath of the pandemic. 

Will college bound stu-

Chocolate cake that melts in your mouth 
— that is today’s recipe baked by my niece, 
Ann. She brought me a piece of this deli- 
cious cake with the best frosting ever, you 
will not be disappointed if you try this 
recipe!

Preheat oven to 350 degrees; grease 
two 9 -inch round cake pans 

2 cups sugar 

1% cups of flour

1 and % baking powder 

1 and % baking soda 

I teaspoon salt 

2 teaspoons of vanilla 

2eggs , 

1 cup of milk 

2 cup vegetable oil 

1 cup of boiling water 


In a large bowl, stir together the sugar, 
flour, cocoa, baking powder, baking soda 
and salt. 

Then add the eggs, milk, oil and vanil- 
la, mix for 2 minutes on medium speed of 
mixer. 

Stir in the boiling water last and mix 


well, batter will be thin. 
Pour evenly into the prepared pans. 
Bake 30 to 35 minutes in the preheated 
oven, or until a toothpick comes out clean. 
Cool in the pans for 10 or 15 minutes, 
then remove to a wire rack and cool com- 
pletely. 
When cooled, frost with chocolate butter 
cream frosting, recipe below. 


Chocolate B C Frosti 


1 stick of butter, softened 

1 box of Confectionary sugar 

2 teaspoons of vanilla 

4 cup unsweetened cocoa powder 

About 6 tablespoons of milk (use more 
if needed for smooth, creamy consisten- 
cy) 


Place all ingredients in a mixing bowl, 
mix until smooth and well blended. 

If frosting is too thick add more milk one 
tablespoon at a time. 

Place one layer of cake on a cake plate 
and spread top and sides with frosting. 

Top with second layer and frost top and 
sides. 

You can also frost this cake with fresh 
whipped cream, instead of frosting. Simply 
take one pint of heavy cream, add 2 table- 
spoons of confectionery sugar and beat well 
until cream thickens. This takes about 5 
minutes or so.

Social Security Matters 


My SS Card Is Incorrect 
— What Should I Do?

Dear Rusty: My sister and I have the same first and last 
names but are distinguished by our “middle” names. Our 
last name consists of two family names, which gives us both 
four, with only our middle names unique. We received two 
Social Security cards with the same name (middle name ex- 
cluded), each with a unique number, but with our last nanife 
misspelled. So, my questions are: 

¢ Which card is mine, and which is my sisters? 

* Is it okay that our last name is misspelled? 

I called Social Security and was told to make an appoint- 
ment online, which I tried but could not because it wouldn’t 
accept my last name. I don’t know what to do now and hope 
you can advise me. Signed: Confused Sister 

Dear Confused Sister: You haven’t shared your age, 
but unless you’re ready to apply for Social Security, you 
and your sister have time to correct your last name in your 
Social Security records. In any case, your Social Security 
Number is what is used to record your earnings for the pur- 
pose of future SS benefits, so you aren’t losing anything 
where your earnings credits are concerned. You should, 
however, get your correct last name reflected in your Social 
Security records to be sure that your future benefits will be 
properly paid. 

For Social Security purposes, only first names and last 
names (surnames) are considered your legal name. You can 
include a middle name if it will help distinguish you from 
another, but your legal name for Social Security purposes 
will be your first and last name only. Thus, you should cor- 
rect your Social Security profile to reflect your correct first 
and last name and include your unique middle name for per- 
sonal purposes to distinguish you from your sister. For addi- 
tional awareness, SS last names are limited to 13 characters. 
Also, it’s not uncommon for many people to share the same 
first and last name (e.g., John Smith) in Social Security’s 


records — it’s the SS number associated with that name that 
counts. 


Other factors might apply too, such as whether the SS 
cards and numbers you and your sister now have are new, or 
if either or both of you have been using those SS numbers 
for past employment purposes. In any case, those numbers 
have been assigned to you, so getting your profile to reflect 
your correct last name is important. It’s also important that 
each of you separately use only one SS card/number (you 
use One; your sister the other). 

To correct your name with Social Security, you should 
fill out and submit form SSA-5: which you can download/ 
print at this link: https://www.ssa.gov/forms/ss-5.pdf. Note 
that the form is used to apply for a new card, get a replace- 
ment card, or to change information for an existing SS 
number. The form includes complete instructions on how 
to fill it out, and you can submit it via the US Post Office 
to your local Social Security office, the mailing address for 
which you can find at www.ssa.gov/locator. Take note of 
the form’s instructions for including additional documenta- 
tion for identification purposes.

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On Saturday, May 1, at approximately 7:15 p.m., Offi- 
cer Paul Foley was parked in the lot of 656 Washington St. 
when his attention was drawn to a blaring car horn. He then 
observed a white Chrysler Seabring traveling south bound 
in the north bound lane at a high rate of speed. The Chrysler 
sped past several cars in the south bound lanes that were 
stopped at the red light. 

Officer Foley estimated the vehicle’s speed to be at least 
60 MPH. The Chrysler ran the red light (on the wrong side 
of the road) and sped through the intersection of Washing- 
ton Street and Baker Avenue almost striking a white sedan 
that was traveling in the north bound lane. Officer Foley im- 
mediately activated his emergency lights and siren and had 
to accelerate quickly in order to catch up to the Chrysler. 
Thankfully the Chrysler got stuck behind a slow moving 
T-bus and eventually pulled over and came to a stop on the 
Quincy side of the Fore River Bridge. 

Officer Foley made contact with the operator of the ve- 
hicle. The operator appeared agitated and claimed he had 
just been involved in an altercation at work. He then said it 
had been a road rage incident but did not know the type of 
car involved. Officer Foley told the operator to shut the car 
off and to hand him the key. The operator complied. Officer 
Foley then requested the operator’s license and vehicle reg- 
istration. The operator handed him a Mass. issued medical 
marijuana card instead of his driver’s license. Officer Foley 
could see that the operator’s eyes were glassy and blood

shot and noticed that his speech was slurred. 

Once a backup officer arrived, Officer Foley asked the 
man to exit the vehicle. Officer Foley asked the operator 
if he was willing to participate in field sobriety tests. Of- 
ficer Foley is certified in A.R.I.D.E. (Advanced Roadside 
Impaired Driving Enforcement). In accordance with that 
training, he administered field sobriety tests to the opera- 
tor. Based on observations made, Officer Foley formed the 
opinion that the operator’s ability to operate a motor vehicle 
was impaired by either alcohol, drugs or both. He searched 
the Chrysler and located an empty Budwieser can under the 
front driver’s seat, a glass marijuana smoking pipe on the 
floor, and three empty marijuana containers on the front 
passenger floor. All items were seized as evidence. 

While Officer Foley administered tests to the operator, 
the driver of the white sedan stopped and gave his statement 
and contact information to Officer Dabilis. He told Officer 
Dabilis that he was nearly struck head-on by the car as it 
sped through a red light on the wrong side of the road. 

The 33-year-old from Weymouth was placed under arrest 


and transported to Quincy Police Headquarters. A breath 
test showed that his Blood Alcohol Content (BAC) was 
12%. The operator was charged with OUI alcohol, marked 
lanes violations, speeding, failure to stop at a red light, and 
operating to endanger. The beer can and marijuana contain- 
ers were placed into evidence. The glass pipe was tagged 
as evidence and handed to a Drug Unit detective who will 
forward it to the State Lab for testing. 

The vehicle was towed and will be impounded for 12 
hours. Great work!

SCAM ALERT #1; 
DATA ON GIFT CARD PAYMENTS 

Is it a scam if someone directs youtoxpay a debt or other 
obligation with a gift card? The answers yes ~ in 100% of 
cases. But alarmingly, | in 4 people,guryeyed. by: AARP got 
this question wrong — at a time when we're seeing an in- 
crease in the use of “payment by gift card” as a scam tactic. 

Since 2018, gift cards have been one of the most popular 


forms of payment requested by criminals according to the 
Federal Trade Commission. Gift cards are easy to access, 
virtually untraceable and less likely to raise red flags. As 
soon as the card numbers are shared with the scammer, the 
money — and the scammer — disappears. 

AARP’s survey also found that one in three US adults 
have either been asked to pay for some obligation with a 
gift card or know someone who has, and one in ten have 
followed through with the request. Help spread the word. 
Anytime you are directed to pay a debt or other obligation 
with a gift card, it is a scam. 

SCAM ALERT #2: 
VACCINE SURVEYS 

Con aftists are trying to take advantage of the millions 
of Americans who have received their COVID vaccines by 
sending fake surveys asking about their experience. These 
emails and texts look legitimate and may even include the 
logos of the vaccine manufacturers, but what they are really 
looking for is your sensitive personal information. 

Three things included in these “surveys” let you know 
they are a scam. First, they offer a prize for participating. 
Second, the message says you need to reply “right away.” 
And third, if you do engage with the “survey” you are asked 
to provide a credit card or other payment information. 

SCAM ALERT #3: 
RETAIL REFUND SCAMS 

A burgeoning scam impersonates Amazon or another big 
retailer, claiming you are owed a refund and that you need to 
call a number or click a link to get it processed. These paths 
always lead to a scammer — who will try and convince you 
to allow them to remotely access your device. ” 

They will “show” you the refund owed (let’s say it’s 
$100). Then they will convince, you to sign into-your bank 
account online so the can “show” you the deposit they are 


ready to make — only they show you a fake page in which 
it appears they mistakenly refunded you $10,000, for exam- 
ple. They swear they will be fired if you don’t help recover 
the mistake, and ultimately seek to convince you to send the 
money back by purchasing a prepaid debit or gift card for 
the amount and reading the numbers off the back. 

Know this — retailers don’t work this way. And anytime 
you are asked to purchase a gift card — to buy something, to 
pay an obligation — anything, it’s a scam 100% of the time. 

SCAM ALERT #4: 
RENTAL PROPERTY SCAMS 

The post-pandemic demand for travel has the summer 
travel industry booming. But, rather than looking to hotels 
for overnight stays, travelers are increasingly looking at 
home rentals. While these properties offer privacy and dis- 
tance from crowds, they could pose threats to consumers’ 
wallets. 

Crooks steal photos and descriptions of properties on real 
estate websites, then advertise rentals at rock-bottom prices. 
After a deal is struck — typically by email — renters are 
asked for payment upfront — often by purchasing a gift card 
(Google Play is a common one) and sharing the numbers 
off the back. When they arrive, they discover that the rental 
doesn’t exist, or that the actual owner isn’t renting it. When 
renting your vacation getaway this summer, book on web- 
sites you know and trust and do your homework to verify 
that the property really exists and is a rental. Watch out for 
anyone who ask you for payment by anything other than a 
credit card. 

Be a fraud fighter! If you can spot a scam, you can 
stop a scam.

Maria Droste Counsel- 
ing Services (MDCS) netted 
over $375,000 in its first-ev- 
er Virtual fundraiser, “MAS- 
Kerade for Mental Health,” 
held in the studios of QATV 
April 29. 

Sidelined by the pandem- 
ic a year ago, the counseling 
non-profit was unable to 
hold its annual fundraiser in 
2020 but bounced back this 
year with a much higher do- 
nation total than usual. 

A substantial gift from 
the Flatley Foundation, in 
recognition of a greater need 
than ever for mental health 
services, was a significant 
factor in MDCS exceeding 
its fundraising goal, accord- 
ing to Executive Director 
Michael Shanahan. With the 
money raised through the 
virtual fundraiser, Shanahan 
says the deficit from the past 
year has been erased. He 

‘also reported that nearly all 
‘of MDCS’s long-time spon- 
sors and donors gave more 


this year than in the past. 

“It is incredibly humbling 
to have the backing of com- 
munity members and busi- 
nesses who recognize and 
validate the work we are do- 
ing and support our mission 
to lower the cost of mental 
health and holistic therapy 
sessions for people who des- 
perately need it — especially 
this past year with the pan- 
demic,” Shanahan said. He 
noted MDCS staff have held 
over 6,000 sessions of men- 
tal health therapy in the last 
12 months, a record number 
for the agency. 

“ Maria Droste Counsel- 
ing Services has operated 
out of Quincy Center since 
1992 when the Sisters of the 
Good Shepherd first began 
their mission to bring af- 
fordable and _ professional 
mental health counseling to 
the area. 

Sister Elish McPartland 
said, “When the Sisters of 
the Good Shepherd opened 


MDCS, they had very little 


money but a large amount 
of faith that generous people 
would help them. That faith 
in the generosity of good 
people is certainly evident 
in the support we received 
in our first virtual fundrais- 
CL” 

Shanahan began his ten- 
ure in 2013 as the first lay- 
person to guide the agency, 
after the sudden death of 
Sr. Lorraine Bernier. Since 
then, the staff has doubled 
from 15 to 30 providers. 

Shanahan explained the 
increased need for men- 
tal health care: “Because 
of a stigma around mental 
health, our work has largely 
been done away from the 
spotlight. But more recently, 
especially because of the 
pandemic, there’s a growing 
acceptance of the need for 
therapy and holistic health.” 

The agency’s sliding-fee 
scale makes therapy afford- 
able for those without insur- 


QCAP Awarded $25,000 Grant 
To Address Food Insecurity 


Increase Impact Of Southwest Community Food Center 


Quincy Community Ac- 
tion Programs (QCAP) has 
been awarded a $25,000 
grant from Project Bread to 
address food insecurity in 
Quincy and.the surround- 
ing region. The funding will 
increase the impact of the 
organization’s Southwest 
Community Food Center, 
specifically for many indi- 
viduals and families who 
have been hardest hit by the 
COVID-19 public health 
and economic crises. 

Addressing food insecu- 
rity for low-income house- 
holds has been at the core 
of QCAP’s mission since its 
inception in 1965. The pan- 
demic has put a spotlight on 
the stark issue of food access 
for residents in the region. 
Since March 2020, QCAP 
has seen a 50% increase in 
families visiting our food 
center for the first time, in- 
cluding a 21% increase in 
families with children and a 
22% increase in seniors. In 
addition, QCAP has seen a 
50% increase in Latinx cli- 
ents and a 37% increase in 
Asian clients seeking food 
assistance. 

Over the past year,

meals. QCAP also launched 
a food delivery program, in 
partnership with Bay State 
Community Services, which 
has provided over 575 food 
deliveries to COVID-posi- 
tive households and home- 
bound elders across Quincy 
and Weymouth. 

The Project Bread fund- 
ing will help QCAP to ex- 
pand existing outreach and 


language capacity services 
to ensure that communities 
of color and non-English 
speaking clients in Quincy 
have more access to food 
security programming. 

“Project Bread is com- 
mitted to addressing ineq- 
uities that stand as barriers 
to food access for all,” said 
Erin McAleer, president and 
CEO, Project Bread. “While 
we are fighting hunger at 
both the federal and state 
levels, there is also a critical 
need to address food inse- 
curity within our local com- 
munities. We are excited to 
partner with Quincy Com- 
munity Action Programs 
to support the incredible 
work they are doing on the 
ground in Quincy, connect- 
ing residents hardest hit by 
the pandemic with the food 
resources they need. 

“This partnership with 
QCAP is a welcome move 
toward our goal of walking 
hand in hand with our neigh- 
bors, our local communities, 
to develop anti-hunger poli- 
cies sO no one has to worry 
about putting food on the 
table,”McAleer added.

As communities are 
starting to get back to nor- 
mal and the COVID restric- 
tions are starting to be lifted, 
Register of Deeds William 
O’Donnell reports the in- 
creases seen in real estate 
activity in Norfolk County 
are continuing.

$1,163,838.48. Last year’s 
April real estate numbers 
were at the beginning of 
the onset of COVID-19 and 
the COVID-19 emergency 
declarations so it is pleas- 
ing to see that the real estate 
market has been vibrant and 
stable as we start to return to 
our daily lives.” 

Low inventory of prop- 
erties for sale are keeping 
prices for real estate up. 
Low interest rates are help- 
ing buyers afford the home 
prices of these properties. 
The county unemployment 
rate in Massachusetts was 
reported as 6.8%. However, 
in 5 of the 14 Counties in 
Massachusetts the unem- 
ployment rate is lower than 
6.8%.

corded during the month 
which is a 21% increase 
over 2020. Total amount 
of money borrowed for 
mortgages county wide was 
almost 2-billon, a 23% in- 
crease compared to April 
2020. 

“While some of the mort- 
gages are due to purchases 
and sales of real estate, there 
are a large number of indi- 
viduals and families taking 
advantage off historically 
low interest rates by refi- 
nancing existing mortgages. 
Individuals have different 
motivations to refinance,?”

“During April of 2021 
there were 6 foreclosure 
deeds recorded as a result of 
foreclosure processes taking 
place in Norfolk County. 
Additionally, there were 
4 Notices to Foreclosure 
Mortgages, the first step 
in the foreclosure process, 
recorded here in Norfolk 
County,” O’Donnell said. 
“A foreclosure recording is 
very impactful on those be- 
ing foreclosed on. April of 
2020 there was only 1 No- 
tices to Foreclosure Mort- 
gages and 13 foreclosure 
Deeds. Though it is great 
to see that the Foreclosure 
deed numbers have de- 
creased by more than half, 
we will continue to watch 
these numbers.” 

O’Donnell noted the 
Norfolk County’ Regis- 
try of Deeds has also been 
working in close coopera- 
tion with Attorney General 
Maura Healey’s office to 
ensure there are no abuses 
being perpetrated against 
homeowners while the CO- 
VID-19 state of emergency 
is ongoing.

Homestead _ recordings 
by owners of homes and 
condominiums continue 
to increase this year at the 
Norfolk County Registry of 
Deeds in April. There was 
a 44% increase in home- 
stead recordings in April 
2021 compared to April 
2020. 

“A Homestead,” noted 
O’Donnell, “provides lim- 
ited protection against the 
forced sale of an individ- 
ual’s primary residence to 
satisfy unsecured debt up 
to $500,000. It is great to 
see folks protecting the big- 
gest asset most of us have, 
our homes. I would urge 
anyone who has not availed 
themselves of this important 
consumer protection tool to 
consider doing so.

In conclusion, O’ Donnell 
said: “Many small business- 
es and specific sectors of our 
economy, such as restaurant 
and hospitality, have been 
negatively impacted by the 
ongoing COVID-19 pan- 
demic.

funding for local recreation, 
civic services, and transpor- 
tation; $25,000 was allocat- 
ed for Penn’s Hill Neighbor- 
hood Association, $50,000 
was allocated for improve- 
ments to Faxon Park, and 
$110,000 was allocated to 
the Marina Bay Ferry Ser- 
vice. In addition, the House 
delegation secured funding 
for important local public 
safety programs. Quincy 
Fire Department’s Hazmat 
Program received $50,000, 
and the State Police re- 
ceived $95,000. for dedicat- 
ed seasonal overtime patrols 
of Wollaston Beach and 
Furnace Brook Parkway. 

“This budget meets the 
needs of our residents who 
have endured an _ unprec- 
edented level of health and 
economic challenges over 
the past year. The House 
continues to support the 
services and programs that 
have proven to be essential 
for so many, while mak- 
ing targeted investments 
to grow the Massachusetts 
economy,” Mariano said.

The Student Opportunity 
Act is estimated to inject an 
extra $1.5 billion in public 
schools by 2027. In addi- 
tion, a $40 million reserve 
has been created to provide 
school districts funding to 
assist students in returning 
to public schools. 

The spending plan also 
reflects the House’s commit- 
ment to ensuring children 
have access to high-quality 
early education and care 
by including a $20 million 
investment in rate increas- 
es for childcare providers 
across the Commonwealth, 
and supporting continuing 
education opportunities at 
community colleges, with 
$100,000 for student sup- 
port at Quincy College. 
Housing and homelessness 
funding also saw major in- 
creases, with $148 million 
for the Massachusetts Rent- 
al Voucher Program; $84 
million for Public Hous- 
ing Subsidies, $12.5 mil- 
lion for Alternative Hous- 
ing Voucher Program; and

$56.4 million for Homeless 
individual shelters. Further, 
the budget provides much- 
needed resources to mental 
health and substance abuse 
treatment and mitigation, 
allocating $160 million to 
the Bureau of Substance 
Addiction Services, which 
will help create five new re- 
covery centers across Mas- 
sachusetts and preserve the 
Massachusetts Access to 
Recovery program designed 
to help individuals seeking 
support with substance use 
disorder (SUD). 

“Happy to work with my 
colleagues to pass a healthy 
and strong budget for the 
2022 fiscal year” Hunt said. 
“Our communities, youth, 


high risk, and those most | 


in need and hardest hit by 
Covid-19 will benefit from 
increased funding for pro- 
grams and services”. 

As the Massachusetts 
economy continues to reel 
from the effects of the pan- 
demic, the lawmakers said 
the House is committed to 
building back the economy 
by supporting investments 
that will guide the state in 
forging a pathway out of the 
COVID-19 crisis.

remove the sunset from the 
state’s film production tax 
credit, opening the door to 
job creation and bolstering 
economic development. 

“This House’s _ state 
budget ~ensures that both 
statewide and local commit- 
ments are met,” Chan said. 
“We were able to fulfill our 
commitments to education, 
local aid, public safety, and 
healthcare even during the 
challenges of COVID-19. 
The elimination of the sun- 
set clause for the film tax 
credit is going to be an im- 
portant part of our pandemic 
economic recovery given 
the devastating impact on 
our hospitality and tourism 
industries.” 

The House also solidi- 
fied its commitment in ad- 
dressing the alarming rise 
of AAPI hate and bias-mo- 
tivated crimes in the Com- 
monwealth and across the 
nation last year. As a mem- 
ber of the House Asian Cau- 
cus, Chan filed a number 
of amendments that were 
approved by the delegation 
and passed by the House. 
The amendments included 
allocating $300,000 to the 


Asian American Institute 
at UMass Boston to study 
the experiences and _his- 


tory of anti-Asian racism 


in Massachusetts and the 
United States, and increased 
the funding for the Asian 
American Commission to 
$250,000, providing the 
Commission much-needed 
resources to increase ca- 
pacity and programming 
on issues affecting Asian- 
American and Pacific Is- 
lander communities across 
the Commonwealth. It was 
a priority for the House 
Asian Caucus and the 
House to support members 
of the AAPI community in 
Quincy and across the Com- 
monwealth and take steps 
towards a more inclusive 
environment. 

Speaker Mariano and 
the House Ways & Means 
Committee introduced their 
FY22 budget on April 14, 
2021, following a review of 
the/Governor’s proposal and 
a series of budget hearings.

He did say that he was almost finished with developing 
this committee, and was awaiting only one more assent from 
the ninth member before he would announce his personnel 


and the meetings to begin. He also stated that they would be 
government meetings, and as such, open to the public. 

That was about one month ago, and we are still awaiting 
news about these action steps of vital interest to all who 
look to the day when our city can begin to openly and fairly 
address racism and begin to eradicate it’s painful effects in 
our City.

feet of spacing between stu- 
dents, Laura Owens, the as- 
sistant to the superintendent, 
said following the meeting. 
Families will still be spaced 
six feet apart in the stands.

projects inside the buildings 
with them closed to the pub- 
lic.

tion of the new building is 
expected to cost $100 mil- 
lion and it could be ready to 
open ahead of the 2026-27 
academic year.

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Baker Visits Manet Health Center Vaccination Clinic 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

During a visit to Quincy 
on Monday, Gov. Char- 
lie Baker said community 
health centers and other pro- 
viders will play a key role in 
the next stage of Massachu- 
setts’ COVID-19 vaccina- 
tion effort. 

Baker toured the vac- 
cination clinic at 180 Old 
Colony Ave., which Manet 
Community Health Center 
is operating in concert with 
the city of Quincy, Monday 
afternoon. In his remarks 
following the tour, Baker 
noted 4 million Bay State 
residents — 73 percent of the 
state’s adult population, and 
60 percent of the total popu- 
lation — have gotten at least 
one shot of the COVID-19 
vaccine, and 2.9 million are 
fully vaccinated. 

Community health cen- 
ters, like Manet, are key to 
reaching the remaining pop- 
ulation that has not yet been 
vaccinated, Baker said. 


“We are working with 
health care providers, health 
systems, local boards of 
health and community 
health centers like this one 
to build a significant vaccine 
distribution infrastructure 
that will be able to effec- 
tively reach out to, connect 
with and vaccinate tens of 
thousands of residents each 
day, many of whom would 
have difficulties pursuing 
vaccines under the more tra- 
ditional approach,” the gov- 
ernor said. 

“Once you get to the 
point where almost three 
quarters of your population 
has been first dosed, you 


. need to start pursuing, as we 


are with our partners, ad- 
ditional strategies to get to 
that last 25 percent. 

“We still have a lot of 
work to do to reach the folks 
who haven’t gotten vac- 
cinated yet, some of whom 
are obviously part of the 
wait-and-see community 


or are still considering it, 
but our goal is to reduce as 
many barriers as we pos- 
sibly can to provide acceSs 
and information and hope 
that they will join us in get- 
ting vaccinated.” 

Cynthia Sierra, Manet’s 
CEO, said the organization 
has provided 26,000 vacci- 
nations at locations in Quin- 
cy, Hull and Taunton. Manet 
wants to make it easier for 
residents to get vaccinated 
and will offer sessions on 
evenings and Saturdays, 
plus walk-in appointments, 
among other steps, Sierra 
said. 

“We’re doing pop ups — it 
might be a basketball court, 
it might be a high school, it 
might be pantry, it might be 
a community center,” Sierra 
added. “We have to stretch 
and think about how we can 
be more accessible to our 
communities.” 

To make it easier to 
get vaccinated, Baker an-

nounced all seven of the 
state’s mass vaccination 
sites — including the Hynes 
Convention Center and 
Reggie Lewis Center, both 
in Boston, and Gillette Sta- 
dium in Foxborough — are 
now accepting walk-in ap- 
pointments.

The governor had also 
previously announced that 
four of the seven mass vac- 
cination sites -the Hynes 
Convention Center, Gillette 
Stadium, and locations in 
Danvers and Natick — would 
close by the end of June, 
though everyone who gets 
a first dose at one of those 


locations will be able to get 
a second dose there as well. 
To target harder-to-reach 
populations, Baker said the 
state would provide addi- 
tional vaccines to smaller- 
scale operations, such as 
regional collaboratives, mo- 
bile clinics and primary care 
providers. 

Baker on Monday said he 
was “pleasantly surprised” 
by residents’ participation 
in the state’s vaccination 
program. If it continues, he 
said remaining restrictions 
on businesses could be lifted 
before Aug. 1, the date he is 
targeting for a full reopen- 
ing. ; 

“Even if vaccines started 
to slow down, even if we 
stopped seeing people get 
vaccinated and all the rest, 


we felt [Aug. 1] would prob- 
ably work. But, we said at 
the time, if people continued 
to get vaccinated and people 
continued to get fully vac- 
cinated and we continued 
to see progress on all these 
other metrics, that we would 
consider moving earlier,” 
Baker said. 

“I would say we’ve been 
pleasantly surprised by the 
continued participation of 
everyone here in the com- 
monwealth. At this point, if 
everybody who has a first 
dose comes back and gets a 
second dose, we will hit 4.1 
million people sometime in 
very early June, but, obvi- 
ously, this is the sort of thing 
we're going to continue to 
pay attention to.”

*Teakettle’ Inkwell --- Al- 
though it is called a “tea- 
kettle” by bottle collectors 
because of its shape, it is an 
antique ink bottle. A quill pen 
made from a sharpened feath- 
er was used to write before 
a better pen was invented in 
the early 1800s. After the ink 
bottle’s cap was removed, the 
pen point was dipped into the 
ink. Improved pens had a nib. 
a metal point with a small slit 
and a ball tip, and later, a res- 
ervoir with a feeding mecha- 
nism for the ink. When the 
pen was held in position to 
write, the ink flowed to the 
paper. 

The first ballpoint pen was 
invented in 1888, but because 
the ink was wrong, it didn’t 
become a financial 
until the 1950s, after many

so fountain pens have become 
status symbols used to sign 
important documents and 
proclamations. But  collec- 
tors buy old and new fountain 
pens, and many also collect 
inkwells, ink bottles and re- 
lated antiques.

Sometimes a declarer suffers a 
blind spot that causes him to go down 
in an ice-cold contract. Why this hap- 
pens is anyone’s guess, but it hap- 
pens often enough to be a cause for 


‘ concern for any player who takes his 


game seriously, 

Consider this deal where South was 
in three notrump and West led a low 
club, Declarer promptly put up the 
jack, which held, and then led a dia- 


mond to the queen, losing to the king. 

West exited with a diamond, South 
ducking East's nine and winning the 
next diamond as West discarded a 
spade. When the diamonds failed to 
divide 3-3, declarer had to look else- 
where for a ninth trick. 

So he turned his attention to the 
heart suit, playing the king and then 
overtaking the jack with the queen. 
He then cashed the ace, hoping the 
ten would fall and establish the nine. 
But when the ten did not appear, 
South had to go down one. 

It is true that three different possi- 
bilities — the diamond finesse, a 3-3 
diamond break or the fall of the heart 
ten — failed to materialize for declarer. 
But it is also true that he started the play 
with nine ironclad tricks and wound 
up with only eight. All he had to do to 
guarantee the contract was fo play low 
from dummy on the opening lead and 
win West's seven with the king! 

This seemingly frivolous play 
— disdaining the “free” club trick 
offered by playing the jack — assures 
South of the dummy entry he needs 
to score four heart tricks rather than 
three. After winning the king of clubs, 
he cashes the K-J of hearts and leads 
a low club toward the J-10. Nothing 
can then stop him from scoring four 
hearts, three clubs and his other two 
aces to make the contract.

There’s No Such 
Thing As A ‘Cure’ 
For Autism 


DEAR DR. ROACH: A 
friend took her autistic son to 
a clinic in Mexico where he 
was fed a bleach solution that 
was supposed to cure his au- 
tism, but instead it made him 
very sick. He was deeply dis- 
tressed and regressed in his 
behavior, and there was noth- 
ing my friend could do because 
in Mexico these kinds of clinics 
are allowed to operate with im- 
punity. Isn’t there some way to 
stop this kind of thing? --P.P.L. 

ANSWER: Before I get into 
why this story makes me both 
sad and angry, I want to address 
autism. Autism is an increas- 
ingly diagnosed condition that 
includes difficulty with social 
interactions, stereotyped repeti- 
tive movements and delayed 
language skills, although there 
is a subset of people with autism 
with no language delay. It’s ab- 
solutely critical to recognize that 
autism is a spectrum condition, 
ranging from people with pro- 
found disabilities to those who 
are so mildly affected that the 
diagnosis is very subtle. Cor- 
rect diagnosis is complicated, 
even for an expert. Intellectual 
abilities in autism range from se- 

vere cognitive impairment to far 
above-normal intelligence. As 
such, the proper medical care of 
a person with autism depends on 
his or her unique situation. 

Although most people on the 
autism spectrum need some ex- 
tra empathy and understanding 
in order to have the best possible 
life, people with autism do not 
need to be “cured.” There is no 
“cure” for autism, so when you 
hear a professed “cure,” you 
should be deeply suspicious. 

In the case of the bleach solu- 
tion, it is sadly not just in Mexi- 
co where this happens. The Food 
and Drug Administration had to 
warn consumers against the use 


of a product called “miracle 
mineral solution,” “chlorine 
dioxide” and other names. It is 
hard for me to believe the FDA 
has to warn people not to drink 
(or make your child drink) a 
powerful bleaching agent, but 
there are increasing reports of 
its use. It causes damage to the 
intestines, as you correctly note, 
but may also cause liver failure, 
nausea and vomiting, and de- 
hydration. There is no evidence 
that this “treatment” is effective 
for any condition, even though 
it is marketed for cancer and 
HIV as well as autism. This is 
what makes me angry: I cannot 
imagine a crime much worse 
than profiting off of a treatment 
known to be both dangerous 
and ineffective. 

What makes me sad is that I 
can empathize with parents who 
have a child with autism who 
want their child to be more like 
other children, more “normal.” 
It takes time to come to grips 
with the fact that your child 
is not like others, but that he 
or she is a unique person who 
should be loved and accept- 
ed for who he or she is. That 
means finding creative ways to 
really help your child. There is a 
wide range of appropriate treat- 
ments for people with autism, 
preferably considered as early 
as possible, which is why it is 
so important to make the cor- 
rect diagnosis quickly in a child 
with autism..
